Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Commitiee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person secking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 

with publication proved by a statu- 

tory declaration or affidavit to the 

satisfaction of the Clerk of the 

House. 
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(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
$300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
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may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed, : 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
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lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

By-law 521 





A By-law to Expropriate Personal Prop- 
erty for Sewerage System Extension 
Purposes. 


WHEREAS the Council may provide 
for the improvement and extension of the 
sewerage system of the District of Squa- 
mish: 

And whereas the Council may acquire, 
inter alia, all necessary rights-of-way and 
personal property for the purposes of 
such improvement and extension: 

Now, therefore, the Council of the Dis- 
trict of Squamish, in open meeting as- 
sembled, enacts as follows: 

1. For the purpose of improving and 
extending the sewerage system of the Dis- 
trict of Squamish, all the right, title, and 
interest of Wellington H. DeCoursey and 
William J. DeCoursey in and to the per- 
sonal property hereinafter more particu- 
larly described is hereby expropriated and 
shall be taken and used by the District of 
Squamish for the purposes in this clause 
mentioned, pursuant to the provisions of 
the Municipal Act, being chapter 255, 
Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 
1960, as amended. 

2. The personal property hereby ex- 
propriated is the right of the aforemen- 
tioned Wellington H. DeCoursey and 
William J. DeCoursey to construct and 
Maintain a sewer-line and a water-line 
under certain lands owned by British 
Columbia Railway Company, which said 
agreement is annexed as Appendix A and 
declared to be an integral part of this 
by-law. 

3. Such servants or agents of the Dis- 
trict of Squamish as may be necessary or 
convenient for the purposes mentioned in 
section 1 hereof are hereby authorized to 
enter into possession of and use the per- 
ge property expropriated by this by- 
aw.

Location 


WHEREAS the Applicant has applied to the 
Railway Company for permission to construct 
and maintain a sewer-line and a water-line under 
Railway land within Reference Plan 733 of the 
northwest quarter of Section 2, Township 50, 
Group 1, NWD, as shown on Applicant’s Draw- 
ing 1127/3 attached hereto and forming part 
hereof: 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREEMENT 
WITNESSETH and it is hereby agreed by and 
between the parties hereto as follows, that: 


Designation 


1. For the purpose of this agreement the said 
sewer-line and water-line shall be known as the 
“said works”’. 

Construction 

2. The Railway Company hereby permits the 
applicant at the applicant’s risk and expense to 
construct, maintain, and repair the said works on 
the Railway Company’s lands as aforesaid, 


Standard Rules and Regulations 


3. The said works shall be constructed and 
thereafter maintained in accordance with the 
rules and regulations of the Department of Com- 
mercial Transport, Province of British Columbia, 
now made or which may hereafter be made in 
reference thereto. 


Work of Supporting Tracks 


4. Any work of supporting the Railway Com- 
pany’s tracks or structures made necessary by the 
construction, maintenance, or repair of said 
works shall be performed by the Railway Com- 
pany, and the Applicant shall pay to the Rail- 
way Company the entire cost of all such work 
forthwith on receipt of certified accounts therefor 
on the basis of cost of labour, material, and 
equipment rental plus standard railway  sur- 
charges in effect at the date of the undertaking 
of such work, 


No Interference With Traffic 


5. All work in connection with the construct- 
ing, maintaining, and repairing of said works 
shall be done without undue delay and without 
any interference, directly or indirectly, with the 
movement of the Railway Company’s trains or 
equipment. 

Supervision 

6. The work of construction, renewal, repair, 
moving, and altering of the said works shall be 
subject to the supervision of a representative of 
the Railway Company whose instructions shall 
be strictly followed and whose wages and ex- 
penses shall be paid by the Applicant to the 
Railway Company upon receipt by the Applicant 
of a statement from the Railway Company 
showing the particulars of such wages and 
expenses, but the Applicant shall not thereby be 
relieved from any of its obligations under this 
agreement, The Applicant shall give to the 
proper officers of the Railway Company at least 


48 hours of notice of intention to do any such 


should the Applicant fail to perform such work 


work, except in case of emergency, in which case ; of moving or altering within the time specified, 


the Applicant shall notify such officers immedi- 
ately. When construction, renewal, repairs, 
moving, and alteration have been completed, the 
property of the Railway Company shall be re- 
stored by the Applicant to its former condition, 
and the Applicant shall at all times maintain the 
said works in good order and condition and to 
the entire satisfaction of the Railway Company. 


Indemnity 


7. The Applicant will indemnify the Railway 
Company and save it harmless from all costs 
and expenses caused to or incurred by the Rail- 
way Company and from all claims and demands, 
loss, costs, damages, actions, suits, or other 
proceedings by whomsoever made, brought, or 
prosecuted, in any manner based upon, arising 
out of or connected with the said works of the 
Applicant herein contemplated or any action 
taken or things done or maintained in connec- 
tion therewith, whether the same be caused by 
the negligence of the Railway Company, its 
employees or agents, or otherwise howsoever, the 
intent being that the Railway Company shall be 
at no expense or loss to which it would not have 
been put had the said works not been in existence 
or under construction. 


Applicant's Employees on Railway 
Company’s Premises 


8. Subject to and in conformity with any rules 
or regulations now or hereafter in force govern- 
ing railway employees, or the operation of rail- 
ways, the Applicant and the employees and 
agents of the Applicant shall have the right to 
enter upon the lands of the Railway Company at 
such times as may be necessary for the purpose 
of the construction, maintenance, inspection, and 
repair of the said works herein contemplated;
